Immediate action for the estab- 
lishment of a permanent airport in 
Washington will be taken upon the as- 
sembling of the next Congress, Repre- 
sentative Frederick N. Zihiman, chair- 
man of the House District committee, 
said yesterday. 

Representative Zihlman said he in- 
tended to introduce a bill as soon as 
Congress convened authorizing an ap- 
propriation for the purchase of land 
for a permanent airport. 

This, he said, probably .would be 
necessary, for he said he did not be- 
lieve authority for such an appropria- 
tion now exists under laws providing 
for the purchase of land for park and 
playground purposes with appropria- 
tions made by Congress. . 
Corporation Counsel Francis UH. 
Stephens said apparently no authority 
now exists for the purchase of land for 
an airport. It virtually is certain then 
that a bill authorizing an appropriation 
will be necessary. 


Zihiman Predicts Support. 


Representative Zihlman said he be- 
lieved the House District committee 
would support a bill authorizing the 
appropriation. He declared that in his 
opinion Congress would act favorably 
on the measure. The accomplishment 
of Lindbergh and the great interest in 
aviation aroused by Lindbergh, he said, 
probably would influence Congress in 
such a matter and turn to strong sup- 
port what might have been opposition 
and apathy two years ago. 

In case a deficiency bill calling for an 
appropriation for an airport were pre- 
sented in the absence of specific author- 
ity by law, the bill could be thrown out 
by some membe? of the Housé ratsing a 
point of order, he explained.

Berlin, Asked to Assure

U. S. Authorities Are Supplied 
With Information by Prisoner 
of Soviet, Is Belief. 


Geneva, June 17 (By A: P.).—The 
forty-fifth session of the Council of 
the League of Nations came to an end 
today in an atmosphere of uneasiness, 
despite its’succtess in settling a number 
of questions possessing importance. in 
European relations. 

The feeling of unrest accompanying 
the adjournment was due chiefly to 
the unconcealed bitterness of. the Ger- 
man delegation over their failure to 
obtain a definite: reduction of the 
number of occupational. troops in the 
Rhineland, and also to apprehensions 
over relations between Russia and 
Poland, which vitally concern France 
as an ally of Poland. 

In ‘connection with the Rhineland 
question, Marshal Foch is. represented 
as opposing any reduction of the num- 
ber of occupational troops. until Ger- 
many has fulfilled the letter and spirit 
of the military clauses of the Treaty of 
Versailles. 

No Promise. by Germany. 

Officials here express belief that the 
condition of th>2 Russian army will 
not permit Russia to start a war but, 
since Russia is not a member. of' the 
league and not ‘subject to the provi- 
sions: of the covenant, they are con- 
cerned over the operation of the 
covenant in the event that a Russo- 
Polish. break should occur, although 
that is not. considered likely. This 
apprehension explains the anxiety 
manifested by some of the powers to 
obtain a definite. understanding . on 
whether allied troops would be per- 
mitted to gross Germany in case 
Russia attacked Poland, 

Germany's position is. that her de 
militarized situation does not permit 
her to run the risk of complications 
with Russia. Foreign Minister Strese- 
‘mann’ of’ Germany and Foreign Secre- 
tary Chamberlain of Great: Britain also 
were unable to agree on Poland's de- 
sire to maintain a munitions depot in 
the free city of Danzig. The matter 
went over to the next session. 

The sudden departure yesterday of 
Foreign Minister Briand of France, 
who went to Paris on account of ill- 
ness, broke off conversations which, it 
is thought, might have cleared the 
atmosphere of many of its doubts and 
fears.

New York, June 17 (By A. P.).—

Study of a system of major thorough- 
fares, including radial and crosstown 
‘streets putting all sections within a 
‘quarter or half mile distance of major 
‘thoroughfares enabling access to all 
parts of the District with a maximum 


of ease and minimum of distance, was 
undertaken yesterday by the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission 
at the first of a four-day session. 

First draft of the scheme, prepared 
by L. D. Tilton, St. Louis traffic expert, 
contemplates with numerous street 

+«thanges a high level bridge a slight dis- 
tance west of Chain Bridge, above 
Georgetown, as part of a major traffic 
way down Western avenue into Lough- 
borough road, across Conduit and Po- 
tomac roads, then over the river into 
Virginia, where it will connect with a 
road running to Leesburg. 

Members of the commission explain- 
ed that while the tentative plan in- 
volves a high level bridge, it was not 
essential that it replace Chain Bridge, 
as the latter may be improved as a low- 
level bridge, and it may be desirable to 
use both of them. 


No Definite Plan Adopted. 


Discussing Mr. Tilton’s report, Com- 
missioners made plain they have not 
adopted a definite plan for or selection 
of major thoroughfares, but that origi- 
nal suggestions contained in the report 
would be considered thoroughly with 
others by the commission, its coordi- 
nating committee and the District 
Commissioners before a final plan is 
passed upon. This, they said, will also 
have to do with street widening and 
priority of street paving. 

Among plans suggested for the basic 
study were the following: Widening of 
B street already under way as part of 
the Arlington Memorial Bridge project; 
widening of Columbia road east of Six- 
teenth street; extension of D street 
across the White Lot; extension of 
Prospect street in Georgetown, east and 
west from its present line, toward Rock 
Creek and Foxhall Heights respectively. 
Better connection from Eleventh street 
to New Hampshire avenue at Park road, 
between Monroe street and Park road 
west of Sixteenth, also was suggested. 
It was explained that Park road is well 
Suited to be a main crosstown street, 
but is so narrow east of Mount Pleasant 
street as to be entirely unsuited, and 
a combination of the thoroughfare with 
Monroe street is deemed advisable. 


: 


Cuts and Extensions. 


Cutting through of W street and Ver- 
mont avenue to Georgia avenue west of 
the baseball park, was suggested fur- 
ther. Street condemnations already 
ordered in this vicinity will fulfill to 
some extent the purpose of the cut. 
Extension of Eleventh street to Kansas 
avenue, Iowa avenue to Sixteenth 
street, and better connections between 
Tenth street and Sherman avenue in 
‘the vicinity of Barry place were other 
‘recommendations of Mr. Tilton. 

He showed by maps how the original 
,central area and pattern of the L’Enfant 
,plan with its triangular streets and 
.diagonal avenues, had become bound 
with districts like Mount Pleasant, 
«which grew up without regard to a 
~highway plan, then in turn became 
«bound by sections provided for by it. 

* He said a great number of the diffi- 
culties to be encountered in the major 
-highway plan are due to the fact that 
*a considerable area outside the original 
|L’Enfant territory grew without any 
‘highway planning, and by this process 
Sixteenth street had become blocked at 
‘Florida avenue and had to be cut 
through to prevent a situation that 
might easily be imagined without the 
-Opefation. While the cutting through

Important Highway Blocked.

Hoover Field Held Too Narrow. 
He pointed out, however, that Hoover |

It was in- 
dicated that in line with his sugges- 
tion, an effort would be made to ob- 
tain use of sufficient adjoining land 
from the Department of Agriculture, 
thus giving Hoover Field the necessary 
width. 

Apparently therefore, the plan of 
the commission, and of other agencies 
represented at the meeting, is to use 
Hoover Field as the landing field and 
air port for several years to come 
pending the development of a suitable 
permanent field on the land to be re- 
claimed between Gravelly Point and 
Hunter Point. 

Mr. Berliner, who is president of the 
District Chapter of the American Aero- 
nautical Association and who has been 
working for some time on the proposi- 
tion of establishing an airport on the

aviation if the flights over the Atlantic 
by Col. Charles Lindbergh and Clarence 
Chamberlin could be duplicated over 
the Pacific. 

“There is no doubt in my mind as to 
the efficiency of the plane selected for 
the proposed Hawaiian flight. It has 
been tested in every particular as to its 
load capacity and aerodynamic quali- 
ties. It has met those tests. Lieut. 
Maitland and Lieut. Hagenberger are 
splendid pilots. The former has flown 
nearly 6,000 miles in a sister ship of 
the plane slated for the Hawaiian 
flight so he knows it thoroughly. 
Lieut. Hagenberger, besides being a 
pilot, is a co —— navigator. 

“I want to underscore that the pro- 
ject, if undertaken, will be strictly an 
Army project and that it has no rela- 
tionship to any prize or any other of- 
fer made by private individuals for a 
successful flight across the Pacific. The 
War Department has been considering a 
flight to Hawaiin for several years. That 
the plan may be realized at this par- 
ticular time—when the Atlantic has 
been flown twice and when private citi- 
zens, interésted in aviation, are offer- 
ing awards to stimulate a California- 
Hawali hop—is purely a coincidence.” 

First Lieut. Maitland: was born ‘in 
Milwaukee in 1898, and entered the avi- 
ation section, Signal Corps, in 1917, as 
a private at Fort Leavenworth, Kans., re- 
ceiving a commission as a second lieu- 
tenant and rating as a military avia- 
tor in 1918, and serving at Bolling. 
Field, Va., as model airway control of-° 
ficer at one time. He entered the reg- 
ular = in 1920, and was promoted 
in 1921. 

Piloting a Curtis Army racer in the 
Pulitzer trophy race at. Mount Clemons, 
Mich., in 1922, he won second place, In 
March, 1923, in speed trials over a 1- 
kilometer course at Wright Field, Ohio, 
he broke all existing world’s records 
for speed in a similar machine, ‘going 
244.97 miles an hour. He is now detailed 
in the office of Assistant Secretary Davi- 
son. 

First Lieut. Hagenberger was born in 
Boston in 1895, and enlisted in avia- 
tion section, Signal Corps, in 1917, be- 
ing commissioned and rated as an avi- 
ator in 1918. He is considered one of 
the best navigation and instrument of- 
ficers in the service, and has made a 
number of long distance cross country 
flights through fogs and above the 
clouds, relying on the earth indicator 
compass to guide him to his destina- 
tion, these flights aiding in the devel- 
opment of the compass. Both officers 
have served in Hawaii. 

The first Hawaiian attempt was made 
by the late Commander John Rodgers, 
United States Navy, and Lieut. B 
Connell, United States Navy,in a PN-9 
from San Pablo Bay, Calif., to near 
Hawaii, August 31-September 1, 1925, 
establishing ‘a record of 1,841 statute 
miles, the distance being taken from 
San Pablo Bay to the S. S. Farragut, 
where observers last saw the plane in 
flight before it was forced down — 
fuel shortage.

DAVIS CONFESES KURNE 
MURDER, POLICE ASSERT 


Charge of Slaying Is Placed 
Against Suspect, Held More 
Than Six Months. 


NOW AWAITS GRAND JURY 


After being held as a suspect more 
than six months, Thomas Davis, colored, 


25 years old, admitted yesterday, ac- 
cording to Prince Georges County au- 
thorities, that he killed Daniel Kuhne, 


eve at his lonely home near Rosary- 
ville, Md. 

A charge of murder was placed against 
Davis following his reported confession. 
He was taken from ‘his cell in the 
Prince Georges County jail at Marlboro 
to Kuhne’s farm, where he reenacted 
the crime before police. Davis was ar- 
rested a month after the slaying, and 
until yesterday insisted he was inno- 
cent. 

Kuhne’s murder was one of the most 
brutal in the history of the county, and 
for several weeks feeling ran high 
among the residents of Upper Marlboro. 
The farmer’s skull was crushed with a 
heavy iron’bar and his home was burried 
to the ground. 

Davis said he entered the house 
while Kuhne was absent Christmas eve 
with the intention only of robbing 
Kuhne. While he was preparing: to de- 
part Kuhne appeared with a lantern. 
Believing that. he had been recognized, 
police say, Davis confessed he struck 
Kuhne with a heavy bar and dragged 
his body into the house.- Then he 
poured the oil around the walls, touched 
a match to it and fied, obtaining only 
$5, the police say.

Natural Bridge Area in ‘Vir- 
ginia to Be the Site of 
Summer Homes. 


MANY SPORTS OFFERED 


Richmond, Va., June 17 (By A. P.).— 
The United States Department of Agri- 
culture, through the Forestry Service, 
threw open to the public this week as a 
summer playground the Natural Bridge 
national forest reserve, embracing the 
crest of Virginia's Blue Ridge from a 
point near Buchanan, on the James 
River, to a point just south of Basic, on 
the Shenandoah River. 

More than a quarter of a million 
acres of land are contained in this re- 
serve, which is 70 miles in length, and 
5 to 50 miles wide, according to the 
Virginia State Chamber of Commerce. 

Fishing, hunting, swimming, hiking 
are all offered, as well as plentiful water 
from mountain springs and some of the 
most beautiful’ scenery to be found ip 
the United States. 

Through the National Forest Service 
it is now possible to rent or lease lots 
in these forests where desirable summer 
homes can be built for a nominal fee. 
An annually renewable permit at a 
minimum rate of $15 per annum makes 
such homes especially attractive. The 
summer home permitee will be expected 
to erect in the first and second year of 
occupancy ‘an appropriate cabin. No 

standard designs are prescribed, but the 
plans of the, permitee must be approved 
by the forest supervisor before construc- 
tion begins. The whole purpose of the 
Forest Service in this featuré is to se- 
cure development harmonious with the 
surroundings and prevent unnecessary 
marfing of the natural beauty of the 
sites. 

An investment of $500 or $600 will 
ordinarily provide the necessary build- 
ings and through a group contract ma- 
terially lower costs may be possible. 

On the south side of North Oreek 
eleven lots have been surveyed and 
platted as a beginning in a section 
within which many additional sites can 
be provided as demand makes. this 
necessary. This area is less than two 
hours’ run from Roanoke, 25 miles 
northeast of the Lee Highway, and 5 
miles from Arcadia, the gateway to the 
entire forest section. The lots vary 
in elevation from 1,100 feet to 1,400 
feet. 

In the heart of the Blue Ridge, along 
one of the smaller tributaries of the 
James River, ten lots have been pre- 
pared for occupancy in what is called 
the Rocky Row Rum unit. This unit 
is 34% miles from Snowden, a station 
on the Chesapeake & Ohio, and on the 
James River Highway, in southern Am- 
herst. County. It is 30 miles from 
Lynchburg.

of the Duke interests here said. Prop- 
erties included in the agreement are 
the North Carolina Public Service Co., 
the Winston Salem Gas Co., the South 
Carolina Gas & Electric Co., the prop- 
erties formerly known as the Blue 
Ridge Power Co., and the lines of the 
Broad River Power Co. from a point 
near Union, S. C., to Spartanburg, 8S. C. 

An agreement also was entered into 
for the purchase by the Duke interests 
of approximately half of the power to 
be produced annually from the Lexing- 
ton Water Power Co.’s new hydroelec- 
tric station to be built on the Saluda 
River, and half of the capacity of the 
Parr Shoals .steam-electric plant in 
South Carolina.

2 SENATORS AGHAST 


Borah, Republican, and Reed, 
Democrat, Discuss News 
From Rapid City. 


Reports of President Coolidge’s first 
trout fishing in the Black Hills stream 
aroused much comment here \: esterday 
It was not because of the seven-trout 
catch but becau:> the President used 
worms for bait. 

“Any trout that would lie in the bot- 
tom and bite a worm is a degenerate 
trout,” said Senator Reed, of Missouri, 
who says that no self-respecting trout 
would bite a worm even for a Presi- 
dent.

PROGRESS IN AVIATION. 


Coincident with the arrival of Col. Lindbergh 
at St. Louis, with a frenzied welcome awaiting 
him, comes’ the announcement by the War De- 
partment that a test flight is now being made 
of @ Fokker three-engine plane with a view to 
making a flight from the Pacific Coast to Ha- 
Lieuts. Lester J. Maitland and Albert J. 
Hegenberger are assigned to make the flight. . 

The time is at hand when aerial communica- 
tion between California and Hawaii will be 
regular. It is a necessity, both in peace and 
war. The islands are a part of the territory of 
the United States, forever inseparable from the 
Nation. They must be developed and held fast. 
They are essential to the proper guardianship 
of the Pacific Coast, the Panama — and 
Alaska. During the Naval Arms Conference 
now opening at Geneva it may be suggested 
that the United States should agree not to 
fortify Hawaii or establish a naval base there. 
The suggestion should be rej¢ted without de- 
batg. It is more necessary to fortify Hawaii 
than to fortify New York City, for it occupies 
a more important strategic position whose loss 
would more seriously affect the Nation. Air 
lines to Hawaii will help to tighten the bond 
that holds the Territory to the continent, and 
therefore the War Department’s plans to blaze 
the way to permanent air communication are 
worthy of hearty commendation. === 

The public enthusiasm over aviatfon result- 
ing from Lindbergh’s achievement is giving a 
strong impetus to governmental action. No 
doubt Congress will feel the effect of this ac- 
celeration of air science. Liberal appropria- 
tions should be made for —— for the War, 
Navy, Commerce and Postoffice Departments. 
The new method of transport is peculiarly 
adapted to the needs of the United States, 
where vast distances make other methods of 
communication slow. 

Contrary to general opinion, the rate of mor- 
tality among aviators of the Army and Navy 
ig moderate, considering the number of miles 
flown. The increase of mileage is astonishing. 
No other country in the world can show a milé- 
age even remotely approaching the American 
record. As this mileage increases the propor- 
tion of fatalities among fliers decreases, not- 


- withstanding the wide scope of experiments in 


new types of planes and engines. The spirit 
of the flying men in the Army and Navy is 
most enthusiastic, and the number of skilled 
fliers is rapidly increasing. 


DEFENDING CONGRESS. 


Congress has found a defender in the newly 
created American Constitutional Association, 
which has been incorporated, according to its 
own words, for the purpose of saving the legis- 
lative branch of the government from becoming 


a “rubber stamp’’and a “‘joke.’’ The necessary 


legal forms of incorporation, election of officers 
ano opening of offices have been complied with. 
The mission lies ahead. 

What appears to alarm the newly created as- 
‘sociation more than anything else is the cam- 


paign—behind which it sees the sinister form, 


of a “bureaucratic dictatorship’—to belittle 
and lampoon Congress. It dedicates its services 
and those of its members to the frustration of 
this plot and promises to organize every con- 
gressional district in order that “the people 
might be aroused and taught that free govern- 
ment is not self-perpetuating.”’ 

This appears to be a new way of saving Con- 
gress from itself. It is hard to agree with the 
organizers of the American Constitutional As- 
sociation, if it-is their belief that the legisla- 
tiva branch has done nothing to merit the criti- 
cism and sarcasm which has been directed at 
it of late. In contrast to the “‘bureaucratic dic- 
tatorship,”’ the country need not go far fo find 
evidence of a desire on the part of Congress, 
more especially the Senate, to set itself up asa 
power greater than the House, the Executive 
and the Constitution itself. 

When Congress, or either branch -thereof, 
earns public rebuke it will get what is coming 
to it. All that Congress needs to | order 
-to win and hold public esteem is : to 
its own business.

GOV. LOWDEN’S PLATFORM, 


Formal announcement of the Lowden candi- 
dacy may be expected within the next few 
weeks, according to a hint thrown out by the 


men’s association -at Binghamton, N. Y. Mr. 
Lowden’s address was described as nonpolitical, 
and might have been a discussion of milk, 
but it turned out to be a discourse on pork. 
That is, it was a thinly disguised advocacy of 
the McNary-Haugen scheme which was vetoed 
by President Coolidge. The price-fixing fea- 
ture of that agriculture panacea was thrown 
overboard in words, but the control of surplus 
crops, as Gov. Lowden would have it, was so 
much after the McNary-Haugen pattern that it 
is hard to understand how he would do the one 
and not the other. 

The voice of the potential candidate is not 
the only one that has been heard in the past 
few days. Frank J. Lund, whose last political 
affiliation was that of campaign manager for 
Senator Brookhart, formally inaugurated the 
Lowden movement in Iowa on Thursday, and 
the words of Lund might “easily have been 
taken from the speeches of Brookhart, Support 
of Lowden was_urged because of the veto of 
the McNary-Haugen bill, the increase in the 
tariff on pig iron, and permanent extension of 
the Federal Reserve Board charter, all acts of 
the Coolidge administration. These same mat- 
ters were the ones which particularly concerned 
Mr. Brookhart when he’ used his privileges

There remain the utterances of Thomas F.

Further speeches by Gov. Lowden may throw 
his own views into a sharper light, but he does 
not disavow the words of-his friends. Judging 
by what has already been said his appeal will 
be made on a platform in which McNary- 
Haugenism, the proposals of Brookhart, the 
third-term issue and an “anti-im)erialistic’”’ 
foreign policy will form the major planks. To 
fit them together and fill the gaps in between 


will be an interesting feat of political legerde- 
main.

RADIO READJUSTMENT. 


After several nights’ experimenting with its 
radios under the general reallocation of wave 
lengths, the public is in doubt as to whether 
or not conditions have been improved. Since 
the advent of the new order the air itself has 
been decidedly noisy, a condition which has 
made well nigh impossible an unprejudiced 
opinion. Many, however, report that hetero- 
dyning squeals are as much of a bugbear as 
ever, and that although a few stations have 
come through with greater clarity, the situa- 
tion in general has been but little improved. 

The new regime has been described by the 
commission as tentative, and not until after 
it has been in use 60 days will criticism be 
received and complaints entertained. In the 
meantime, at least one station has attacked 
the validity of the radio control act through 
the courts, holding that it deprives the broad- 
caster of his property without due compensa- 
tion. Such tactics are premature. Under 
the old order listening-in had become so un- 
pleasant that a general abandonment of his 


} receiving equipment by the radio user was 


not beyond the boynds of possibility. Should 
this have come to pass, the property of the 
broadcaster would have been of no further 
value whatsoever.

A GREAT HISTORIAN. 

The death of John Bagnell Bury, regius pro- 
fessor of modern history at Cambridge Univer- 
sity, England, has removed one of the most 
noted historical writers of the day. The son of 
a clergyman who afterward became canon of 
Clogher, J. B. Bury was born in 1861 in the 
County of Monaghan, Ireland, and received his 
early education at home and in a neighboring 
private school. He entered Trinity College, Dub- 
lin, as a sizar inthe great era made famous by 
the conjunction of three such educational lumi- 
naries on the teaching staff as Profs. Pal- 
mer, Tyrrell and Mahaffy. The young student 
won every possible honor in classics, and it 
seemed for a time that the literature of Greece 
and Rome was destined to deflect him from 
what was to prove his life work. His taste 
for the. classics and his special erudition in 
Greek, as well as his fine literary sense, were 
amply demonstrated by his meticylously 
scholarly annotations to, and renderings of, 
the “Nemean Odes” and the “Isthmian Odes”’ 
of Pindar. . ft

the fruits were visible, when he published “A

FOOL PREACHERS. 


Many newspaper readers have been shocked 
by the strange words and teachings ascribed to 
speakers before the congress of the Episcopal 
Church in America. Defense of “‘unmarried 


unions,’”” advocacy of “‘séx experiments”’ and. 


characterization of the New Testament as hav- 
ing been written “by a lot of chumps,” cer- 
tainly fail to reflect the opinions of members of 
that church. 

There is nothing new in what these no- 
toriety-seekers have said. The world has been, 
and will continue to be, afflicted with the 
views of those who think that civilization may 
only be improved by. destruction of the con- 
ventions and who believe that evil may only 
be wiped out by yielding to it. It is, how- 
ever, both new and strange to find advocates 
of moral defeatism within the ministry. What 
is the duty of the shepherd, if it is not to de- 
fend his flock against wolves? 

The fitting answer has been given by Bishop 
Manning, of New York. “Certainly any man 
who defends or approves unmarried unions is 
out of place in the ministry of the Episcopal 
Church or any other church,” he says. “A 
clergyman who should advocate these views, 
if mentally responsible, would be a dishonor 
to the Christian Church and a menace to the 
community.” 

If the statements attributed to these min- 
isters were actually made, it is high time for 
the church in question to divest them of the 
cloth they have disgraced.

Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle, who made this hero of fiction the out- 
standing detective in the world, himself an- 
nounced the passing, and so the central fig- 
ure in a score of criminal episodes becomes 
the victim of foul play himself. 
but Scotland Yard, which was held to scorn 
by the creator of Sherlock Holmes, will in- 
vestigate the sta damnation of his taking 
off? 

The author of the world’s most famous 
sleuth, whose deductions seemed no more 


miraculous to the ubiquitous Watson than- 


they did to the world at large, insists that 
Holmes has “outlived his time.” With that 
statement the public will differ. Few per- 
sons there are who have not followed with 
thrilling interest the mental workings of this 
most remarkable man, and spurned sleep until 
the end of the book for fear that the horror 
of the unsolved crime might be a dream 
companion, 

The more prosaic truth is that Sir Arthur 
has probably “outlived” his character. Sher- 
lock Holmes with all his reasoning power no 
longer interests the man who is now foremost 
among those who see no barrier to communica- 
tion between this world and the next. If 
Holmes, who did die once and then was re-cre- 
ated, should come to life again, it would most 
likely be as a mystic rather than a logician 
that he would walk the fields of fiction. 

Even if Sherlock Holmes remains in the 
mental tomb where he has now been placed, 
his works will live after him. No form of 
fiction now has a stronger hold upon public 
fancy than the mystery story which Conan 
Doyle did so much to establish. Where once 
there was only Holmeseés there are now count- 
less heroes-to whom all things are apparent 
and who know no perfect crime. Many of 
the world’s busiest and most intellectual men 
find surcease in swch reading. Sir Arthur can 
kill the master but he can not destroy the 
school.

Waynesville, N. C., June“17 (By A. 
P.).—Coleman Fowell, 37, Waynesville 
policeman, is dead, and Miss Dolly 
Carnes, 20, of the Lake Junaluska sec- 
tion, fs in the Haywood County jail on 
a charge of murder as the result of a 
quarrel in a room at the city hall here 
early today.

Going down stairs to his office, 
Whitener said, the girl soon became 
boisterous again. He hurried up stairs, he 
said, and found Howell lying on the 
floor, dying from a knife. wound in his 
neck. The girl was standing close by. 
Whitener arrested her and placed her 
in th> county jail. 

An inquest this morning, under the 
direction of Dr: J. F: Abel, returned a 
verdict that Howell “came to his death 
—* wounds inflicted by a knife in 

e hands of Dolly Carnes.”

Steel Corporation, died at his home 
here tonight. He was 73 years old and 
had been ill about two weeks.

IN ALGERIA 


Chicago, June 17 (By A» P.).—Thé 
skeleton of a child, about 6 years old, 
found in Mechta-El-Arbi, Algeria, by 


Dr, Alonzo W. Pond, of Beloit Univer- 
sity, is believed to have belonged to 
@ race hitherto unknown and living 
in the last glacial epoch. 

Prof. Fay Cooper Cole, of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. who is studying the 
odd skeleton, said it does not conform 
closely to the Neanderthal, Cro-Magnon: 
or Grimaldi races which were. known 
to have been in Europe or northern 
Africa in late glacial times. 

The skeleton is very well presérved, 
and shows a child with a short head, a 
good cranial development, wide cheek 
bones and a strong chin. Viewed from 
above, the skull is pear-shaped. The 
exact geological age of the skeleton can 
not be determined, Prof. Cole said, un- 
til the bones of animals and skeletons 
of-land snails; as we'll as implements 
found with it, are studied. 

George L. Collie, professor ol 
anthropology at Beloit, will join an ex- 
pedition in Algeria next autumn in an 
attempt to procure more data to prove 
hig theory that Africa was the birth- 
place of mankind. 


Canadian High Court 
Bars Third Degree 


Ottawa, Ontario, June 17 (By A. P.). 
The Supreme Court of Canada today 
set the stamp of its disapproval on 
any police methods in Canada savoring 
of the third degree, although the term 
itself is not used. In formal judg- 
ment ordering a new trial for Joseph 
Sankey, an Indian convicted at Prince 
Rupert, B. C., of murder, Chief Justice 
Anglin said: 

“We feel that the proof of the vol- 
untary character of the accused’s state- 
ment to the police, which was put in 
evidence against him, is most unsat- 
isfactory. The statement, put in writ- 
ing by the police officer, was obtained 
only on a fourth questioning. Three 
attempts to lead him to ‘talk’ had ap- 
parently proved abortive—why, we are 
left to surmise. The accused, a young 
Indian, could neither read nor write, 
and but meager details are given of 
the process by which the written state- 
ment ultimately signed by the appel- 
lant was obtained.” 


India Hangs Kidnaper 
‘Of an English Girl 


London June 17 (By A. P.).—A dis- 
patch from Peshawar, British India, to 
the Evening News, says the Afridi 
tribesman, Gul Akbar, has been hanged 
for the murder in April, 1923, of Mrs. 
Ellis, wife of a British major, and the 
kidnaping of their daughter, Molly. 


Molly Ellis’ kidnaping and the mur- 
_ Ger of her mother attracted wide notice 
at the time, and the British authori- 
ties in India made strenuous efforts to 
apprehend the perpetrators of the 
crime. The girl was rescued unharmed, 
and three men were arrested by the 
Afghan government and deported to 
Turkestan.

HOW TO KEEP WELL

FIND RATS MAY SPREAD MANY 
DISEASES. 
ATS are capable of spreading 
R other diseases besides plague. To 
most of us plague is nothing 
more than a word—an unpleasant one, 
but, in the last analysis, only a word. 
Some of the diseases which rats can 
convey come nearer home than. plague. 
Every now and then there is an out- 
break of food poisoning which seems to 
be traceable to rat droppings. Some of 
the bacteria found in rat droppings are 
very closely akin to typhoid fever. . Dr. 
White, a very able British bacteriolo- 
gist, thinks when all other supplies of 
typhoid have failed us, bacteria of the 
kind sometimes found in rat droppings 
may supply us with a fresh stock. 


Dr. Meyer, of the University of Cali- 
fornia, “with the aid of the public 
health service, recently examined the

droppings from 775 wild rats caught in 
San Francisco. Of the number 58 were 
found to bear bacteria capable of caus- 
ing infection. Dr. Meyer says: 

“Approximatelr 2 per cent of the rats 
carried bacteria in the intestinal tract 
and were capable of shedding highly 
virulent bacilli in their droppings, and 
thus of infecting food. In the vicinity 
of slaughter houses and in second-class 
residential districts, 6 per cent of the 
rats were capable of spreading infec- 
tion in the manner referred to. When 
young kittens and tame rats were fed 
with food contaminated with bacteria 
from the infested rats, the test ani- 
mals became seriously sick in from 18 
to 24 hours.”. 


In a study of rats in Oakland it was 
found that these animals were capable 
of spreading four diseases: hemor- 
rhages, septicemia, plague, rat typkoid 
and pseudo-tuberculosis. Dr. Meyer 
calls our attention to the fact that 
San Francisco and Oakland have been 
fighting rats for a quarter of a century. 
If their rats are capable of causing all 
this harm, how much harm are the un- 
expurgated rats of other places capable 
of causing? 


This study related only to the 
intestinal bacteria of rats. The animals 
are capable of spreading skin diseases, 
cancer, tuberculosis and various kinds 
of worms. And then, there is the sug- 
gestion that the mild, modified typhus 
fever which we have newly discovered 
here, but. which ‘has been here a long 
time, lives in rats as a reservoir animal. 

All in all the rat is an unsafe animal 
to live with, as well as a wasteful mem- 
of the household. He is a luxury we 
can not afford aside from his capacities 
as a disease spreader,

“The blind find it humiliating,” she 
says, “to be dependent on others 
through being relegated to the tradi- 
tional blind men’s jobs of basket weav- 
ing and broom making, which seldom 
yield a full living wage.” 

Fraulein Hirsch was instrumental in 
the passage in Germany of a law com- 
pelling industrial firms to employ a per- 
centage of blind workers. The factory 
owners, in self-interest, added devices 
to their machinery which enabled the 
blind to accomplish exactly the same 
work at the same rate of pay as sighted 
workers. 

“Our experiment was 100 per cent a 
success,” says Fraulein Hirsch. “Every 
pupil who left our school has held bis 
own in competition with sighted per-

“We insist that they work on

UNDER PROFIT TAKING | 


Some Strength Is Shown by 
Motors, Rails and Few 
Other Shares. 


CALL FUNDS 4 PER CENT

New York, June 17.—Stocks were sub- | 


jected'to profit taking throughout most 
of today’s moderately active session by 
the more timid bulls who were unwill- 
ing to carry commitments over the 


week-end and who deemed it wise to 
get out of long stocks in the hope that 
they might repurchase them on Mon- 
day at lower levels. That selling im- 


parted an irregular appearance to the’ 


trading, but the market absorbed all 
offerings exceptionally well. 

Naturally much of the profit selling 

was among those issues which had en- 
joyed the greatest advance since Mon- 
day’s slump. Bears were quick to sense 
the appearance of profit taking and en- 
| deavored to turn it to their own bene- 
fit by adding to the pressure in the 
hope of again starting a general reac- 
tion, but in this they were disappoint- 
ed. In fact a long list of stocks fin- 
ished the day with substantial net 
gains ranging from 1 to 9% points, and 
) several new high records were estab- 
lished. A large majority of the reces- 
sions were in the fractional class, al- 
though a few extended to as much as 
3 pointe. 

Credit conditions were easier, call 
money renewing at 4 per cent for the 
first time since May 23. Outside funds 
were available at 344 per cent. There 
was no news development of importance 
to affect the market either way. Such 
strength as appeared was pretty well 
restricted to the motors, rails, food and 
merchandizing shares and a few spe- 
claities. General Motors climbed to a 
new top, then sold off more than 2 
points. to end fractionally net lower. 
Most of the other motors eased off after 
early strength. New Haven, St. Paul, 
Lehigh Valley, Chicago & Northwestern, 
Great Northern, N. & W., Western Pa- 
cific, Delaware & Hudson, Pennsylvania 
and Northern Pacific were the most 
active among the carrier stocks and 
closed with good gains. 

One block of Texas Pacific Land 
Trust old stock changed hands at 3,510, 
an increase of 260 points over the last 
sale. Hocking Valley gained 19 on a 
turnover of 160 shares; National Tea 
Moved 9% net. Other net gains were 
scored by General Refractories, up 6% 
net; Intertype, 6; Marine preferred, 3%; 
Hoe & Co., 3; White Sewing Machine, 
3%; Warner Pictures, 2%; Ward Bak- 
ing common, 15g, and preferred, 214; 
U. S. Rubber, 244, and preferred, 3%; 
Pittsburgh Coal, 5%, and Jones Tea, 
1%. Yellow Truck B was the most ac- 
tive stock on the list. It was boosted 
to a new high at 33% in the early trad- 
‘ing, but at that point a heavy volume 
of stock was brought out and the price 
snapped back to close at 31%, off frac- 
tionally for the day, The turnover in 
it totaled 126,200 shares. American 
Brown Boveri broke to new lows on 
the passing of the dividend. 

A sharp upturn in Japanese yen, for 
@® 3l-point gain on the day, resulting 
from buying by Chinese speculators, 
featured foreign exchange dealings. 
Sterling, French francs, lire, belga and 
Norwegian and Danish kroner yielded 
slightly. The rate on Tokyo at one 
time was nearly half a cent higher, to 
the accompaniment of a fall, about its 
equivalent, in exchange on Shanghai.

New York, June 17 (By A. P.).—After 
years of research and heavy expense, 
American Rolling Mill Go. has perfected 
a method whereby the hot ingot is con- 
verted into the finished sheet by a con- 
tinuous process without any labor de- 
vice.

HILE Horace Lisenbee, a pitch- 

ing recruit from Memphis, was

Reeves two 
singles, and even Horace Lisenbee 
made a hit. 


It seems to be a fact that Lisenbee 
is a good pitcher. The skeptics who re- 
served their opinions even after a 
series of brilliant performances by the 
rookie earlier in the season, can take it 
from the Detroit Tigers that Lisenbee 
can pitch. The Tigers grouped three 
of their six hits in the second inning 
to score a run, but were helpless there- 
after before the curve balls and the 
change of pace of the young Washing- 
ton pitcher, who struck out four. 

For a rookie, and even for a big 
leaguer, Lisenbee has good control. 
He didn’t issue a base on balls yes- 
terday and he nov has pitched three 
consecutive games without such a 
misstep.

Despite the ten hits that “Rip”

Jack Dempsey will never fight

There was a hint that if he could not 
make better terms with Tex Rickard, 
New York promoter, he would look else- 
where. 

He said he intended to confer with 
“several promoters” on the way East. 

Dempsey was accompanied by his 
wife, Estelle Taylor, motion picture ac- 
tress, and Jerry Luvadis, trainer. 

A stop probably will be made at New 
Orleans for a day or so and also at 
Wilmington, Del., where Mrs. Dempsey’s

Rickard Denies Dissension 
Over Contract for Match 


New York, June 17 (By A. P.).—Re- 
ports of dissension in the ranks of Tex 
Rickard’s heavyweight workers met 
with prompt denials today from the 
grand mogul of fistiana. 

The bone in Jack Dempsey’s teeth as 
he headed East from Los Angeles with 
his wife, Estelle Taylor, and a new press 
agent, is nothing to worry about as far 
as the former heavyweight champion’s 
comeback engagement with Jack Shar- 
key is concerned, the promoter declared. 

Dempsey had announced he would not 
fight Gene Tunney for the champion- 
ship in September for a mere 15 per 
cent of the gate if his comeback cam- 
paign carried him safely past the Bos- 
ton Lithuanian. 

Tunney, under the impression that 
the Sharkey-Dempsey melee would be 
fought in August, protested to the pro- 
moter today that such an arrangement 
jeopardized the staging of a title de- 
fense in September, due to possible 
injury in subsequent training to the 
winning fighter and the impossibility of 
substituting a worthy opponent at such 
a late date. 

Rickard squelched that uprising by 
declaring Dempsey would meet Shar- 
key in the Yankee Stadium July. 21 
Jack Delaney, who defends his light- 
heavyweight crown against Mike Mc- 
Tigue here July’ 7, will be held in re- 
serve in case of accident to either bat- 
tler, Rickard said. 

Dempsey’s statement that he would 
not accept 15 per cent as his share of 
a Tunney match came as a distinct 
surprise to Rickard. Both Sharkey and 
Dempsey have agreed to terms for 
their match, he said. 

“When Jack was champion that was 
all he allowed a challenger,” the pro- 
moter said. “That was all Tunney re- 
ceived last fall when he won the crown 
at Philadelphia, and I’m sure he'll in- 
sist on that provision if Dempsey beats 
Sharkey for the right to the title shot.” 

Rickard said he expected. no diffi- 
culty in ironing out that part of his 
relations with Dempsey when _ the 
Manassa mauler, with three months of 
training under his fistic belt, reaches 
New York Tuesday morning. The pro- 
moter saw no chance of the champion-

Armour’s Courage Swings 


Tide of Oakmont Battle 


AKMONT COUNTRY CLUB, Pitts- 
O burgh, June 17 (By A. P.).— 

Tommy Armour, new open golf 
champion of the United States, will be 
a fighting champion. He said so after 
his victory in the play-off with Harry 
Cooper today. “That’s what all the 
prize fighters say when they win titles,” 
Tommy observed, “and I can say it too, 
but in my case the fighting will be 
playing.” 

Tommy won his first big tournament, 
the highest honors his profession can 
bestow, by fighting. His heart and 
cool courage enabled him to stay in the 
fight with a 12-foot putt that tied him 
yesterday with Cooper, and his sensa- 
tional 50-footer on the fifteenth green 
today pulled him up on even terms 
with “Light Horse” Harry. After Coop- 
er’s debacle on the sixteenth Armour 
displayed his fighting qualities de- 
cisively.on the seventeenth, where, with 
Cooper dead té6 the pin in two, Tommy 
defied a trap and shot himself even 
nearer to the cup. 


“Casey” Lucian, Armour’s caddy, 
was in favor of playing safe there. 
“He didn’t ask me what I thought 
about it, and I didn’t think it was 
any time to give advice,” said 
“Casey.” “But if he had asked me 
I would have said ‘play safe.’ At 
that I handed him his mashie nib- 


lick. He handed it back and took a 
niblick. Then I saw him going for 
the pin.” 


Armour paid a tribute to Cooper after 
the match. “He’s a great golfer,” said 
the champion, “and he is certain to win 
the open some day. He has plenty of 
time. Of course, I’m glad I won, but 
back on the eleventh I thought I 
would be congratulating Harry instead 
of receiving his.” 

Tommy dropped two strokes behind 
on the eleventh hole. Cooper, who is 22, 
and 9 years younger than Armour, was 
standing by in the locker room and 
spoke up: “You didn’t have to worry 
about the eleventh after the sixteenth.” 

“Oh, that’s a wonderful hole,” Tommy 
said. At the sixteenth Cooper took 5 to 
Armour’s 3. 

“Casey” Lucian, Armour’s caddy, was 
credited by his colleagues among the 
caddies with rooting the champion 
home. He was almost as happy as 
Tommy himself. 

“He doesn’t say much, but he plays 
golf,” remarked “Casey.” 

“He isn’t superstitious, either, for he 
carries thirteen clubs, three woods and 
ten irons. We carried eighteen in the 
practice rounds, but only —— in 
the championship.’
